The Bi-State Development 
Agency, finally freed of the legal 
shackles which had been block- 
ing its effective operation, is now 
ready to roll up its sleeves and 
go to work. 

After a six-year struggle, 
crippling restrictions on the 
agency's functions and financing 
powers have been eliminated by 
corrective laws enacted by the 
Missouri and Illinois Legisla- 
tures. 

These changes became effec- 
tive last Sept. 22 when President 
Eisenhower signed a congres- 
sional resolution ratifying the 
amendments implementing the 
Missouri-Illinois Compact under 
which the development agency 
operates. 

The way is now clear for the 
agency, armed with the powers 
it meeds, to play an active aad 
vital part in the development of 
the St. Louis metropolitan area. 
The Bi-State euthority is the 
only strong tool the district now 
has to provide essential public 
improvements serving the area 
as.a whole. 


Fi'ling a Void. 


It can bridge the gap between 
separate state and local jurisd’c- 
tions, helping to tie together St. 
Louis and St. Louis county, and 
all other communities on buth 
sides of the Mississippi River. 
It can help fill the void left by 
the defeat earlier this month of 
the proposed St. Louis city- 
county district plan. 

As its first step in mapping 
new plans for action, the Bi- 
State Agency will go to the peo 
ple in a series of public meet- 
ings to invite suggestions as to 

what projects should be under- 
taken to promote the growth and 
economic well-being of the metro- 
politan area. 
’ The meetings, to be held early 
in January, will be attended by 
city and county officials, leaders 
in industry, commerce and labor, 
local planning officials and rep- 
resentatives’ of interested civic 
and improvement groups. 

Members of the Bi-State De- 
ve‘opment Commission want to 
sit down with these community 
Jeaders to exchange information 
and idees. The commission will 
inform the local leaders on what 
Bi-State can do under its new 
stdtutory authority, and will see‘ 
“grass roots” recommendations 
of what needs to be done to 
méke the St. Louis region a 
rere attractive place in which 
to live and engage in business. . 
One of the major meetings 
will be held in East St, Louis 
for East Side leaders. Another 
will be in St. Louis for leaders 
in, the Missouri portion of the 
district. Followup conferences 
will be held if necessary. 

Long-Range Plans.

One, Comdr. Malcolm Ross of | 


Arlington, Va., was shaken up 
but suffered no serious injuries. 
The other, Dr. Charles B. Moore 
of Cambridge, Mass., was un- 
hurt. 

Ross and Dr, Moore rode in 
an instrument-filled gondola un- 
der a huge plastic balloon to 
81,000 feet where they took 
photographs of the planet Venus 
through a 16-inch telescope. 

It is “wonderfully pleasant” up 
there, they said, 

The men ascended from Rapid 
City, $.D., at 11:16 a.m. Satur- 
day and landed at 3:30 p.m. yes- 
terday 30 miles northeast of 
Manhattan. 

Ross, who had made six pre- 
vious trips into the stratosphere 
—once to $6,000 feet — said the 
landing was ideal until surface 
wind filled their emergency para- 
chute. The parachute dragged 
their seven-foot aluminum re 
a quarter-mile across a rough 
pasture, 

They went up to 81,000 feet 
to photograph Venus because at 
that altitude the atmosphere is 
free of dust particles. 

“It was the most exciting view 
of the stars I cver had,” Dr. 
Moo. e caid.

“T can’t understand what all the fuss is about,” he said. 
“Here I am a tourist and J just bought an old house in the 
eountry and everyone is talking about it.” 

Mr. Getty said he hopes to move in as soon as possible. 
The sooner he moves in, the more money he'll save on the 
small hotel suite he has at the Ritz. 

“Sutton Place is just right for me,” Mr. Getty said. “I’m 
always meeting with business associates, and I can put them 
up out there far cheaper than I could in a hotel.” 

“How do you figure that?’’ we asked him. 

“Well, let’s look at the problem. You're drinking a tomato 
juice and I’m drinking a rum and Coca-Cola, Now if you go 
out and buy the best rum in a store it’s not going to cost more 
than 40 shillings ($5.20) a bottle. Now a Coke ‘shouldn’t cost 
more than sixpence (7 cents). A glass of tomato juice would 
cost threepence (344 cents). All right, now we're probably 
going to get charged seven shillings ($1) for these two drinks. 

“We could save four shillings (56 cents) by having this 
drink at Sutton Manor. So you see, living in a hotel does add 
up. Now let’s say you have six people for dinner at home. 
It shouldn’t cost you more than $2.50 a head. But if you had 
to take the six people to Maxim's it would cost you $10 a head.”

“At the rate you’re figuring,” we agreed, “you'll 
have Sutton Place paid off in no time. But tell me 
this, Mr. Getty. You own the Hotel Pierre in New 
York. If you own a hotel like that you can’t be very 
much against hotels.” 

“Yes, I own the Pierre. But there is no point in 


using all the money i make in the Pierre staying in 
other hotels.” 


“But wait a minute,” we said. ‘Don’t forget you’re going 
to have servants at Sutton Place. Don’t servants present a 
problem?” 

“Not if you lock everything up and keep the key.” 

Mr. Getty owns a house on the Persian Gulf, one in Italy, 
and one in Los Angeles which he hasn't visited since 1951. 
He keeps five persons on the staff at the California home who 
are supposed to have the house ready on an hour’s notice. 

“Do you have any plans for charging tourists to visit 
Sutton Place?” 

“No,” he said. “I'll leave that to my good friend the 
Duke of Bedford. I don’t want any tourists around. We got 
a big gate, and they can’t get in. The house is a mile away.”

“Well, Pll say this. Tipping is inevitable, but it

The “mastitis” part of the name of this condition indi- 
cates that it involves the breast, so ‘‘cystic mastitis” is 
sufficient. You don’t have to add “‘of the breast.”

On the job, you can assure 
others you are no threat by be- 
ing friendly, by being interested 
in what they are doing and by 
complimenting them on the job

Think of all the friction creat- 
ed every day by the rush. for 
bus seats, the stampedes at bar- 
gain counters, the dash for park- 
ing space.
